SUBSEQUENT FISCAL YEARS
WHEREAS, Roxcy O'Neal Bolton has helped enlighten the lives of thousands of
residents through her dedication and efforts, is known as the Florida's pioneer feminist and the
founding mother of the National Organization for Woman (NOW), and has become a national
inspiration to many women; and
'WHEREAS; as an organizing member of the Democratic Women's Clubs in Florida and
the charter president of the Miami-Dade County Chapter of NOW, Mrs. Bolton founded the first
rape treatment center in the United States based at Jackson Memorial Hospital in 1974, providing
much needed critical treatment to over 42,000 victims over the years; and
WHEREAS, the rape treatment center based at Jackson Memorial Hospital now known
as the “Roxcy Bolton Rape Treatment Center,” deserves the support of this Board in the form of
an annual line item allocation of $50,000 in the County’s budget for the Center’s mission of
providing comprehensive quality medical treatment, counseling, Hotline and community
education programs to the residents of Miami-Dade County,
